(BUS)  —  A 
total  number  of  38RS8  Protes¬ 
tant  missionaries  are  Serving  in 
countries  around  the  ’world,  it 
Was  reported  at  the  ninth  an¬ 
nual  assembly  here  ef  the  Na¬ 
tional  Council  of  Chufehes'  Divi¬ 
sion  of  Foreign  Mlkatos. 


This  figure  represents  an  in¬ 
crease  of  300  percent  over  the 
number  in  1903  and  50  per  cent 
over  that  for  1936.  Of  the  38,- 
606  total,  nearly  11,000  are  sup¬ 
ported'  by  missionary  agencies 
of  the  44  denominations  affilia¬ 
ted  with  the  NCC,  division. 


North  America  received  in  1957 
nearly  $150,000,000  in  support  of 
their  work\  overseas  —  an  in¬ 
crease  of  11  per  cent  over  1955, 
the  last  year  this  total  was  re¬ 
ported.  The  figure  indicates  a 
per  capital  giving  of  $2.34  for 
every  church  member  in  1957.

York  than  in  the  city  itself.  Al¬ 
though  22.6  per  cent  of  the  city's 
population  are  Protestant,  only 
12.5  per  cent  are  church  mem¬ 
bers. 

By  contrast,  in  seven  adjacent 
New  York  counties.  44,2  per 
cent  are  Protestants  with  20.4 
per  cent  active  church  members. 
In  nine  New  Jersey  counties?

Mr.  Gartrell  said  that  in  the 
city's  five  boroughs  and  in  12 
surrounding  counties  the  esti¬ 
mated  number  of  Protestants,  to¬ 
tals  4,350,000.

Christian  missions  suffered 
much,  especially  in  the  early 
days  in  the  South  Pacific,  from 
unscrupulous  Western  traders. 
John  G.  P  a  t  o  n  ,  in  his  Auto¬ 
biography,  tells  of  one  of  these 
on  the  island  ot  Tanna. 

Captain  Winchester,  also  a 
Britisher,  did  his  best  to  destroy 
the  work  of  Paton,  who  had 


succeeded  in  bringing  to  a  close 
the  blood  feuds  and  inter-tribal 
wars  on  the  island.  Paton  had 
organized  a  peace  party  among 


the  chiefs  and  the  latter  were 
now  practicing  policy  of  light¬ 
ing  only  in  self-defense. 

Winchester  set  our  deliberate¬ 
ly  to  change  this.  He  presented 
the  chiefs  with  ammunition  and 
guns,  telling  them  not  to  be 
afraid  of  war  since  he  would 
supply  them  any  amount  of  am¬ 
munition  they  desired.  Paton  re¬ 
monstrated  with  him  but  the 
unscrupulous  captain  brazenly 
replied  that  peace  did  not  suit 
his  purposes! 

Became  Aggressors 

Goaded  -and  supplied  by  Win¬ 
chester  the  ,  islanders  became 

against  other  tribes  which  w 
tinued  for  months  and  resulted 
in  much  loss  of  life,  but  no  ad¬ 
vantage  to  any  of  them.  Win¬ 
chester  supplied  further  guns 
and  ammunition  as  he  had  pro¬ 
mised,  but  not  as  gifts  any  long¬ 
er.  In  fact  his  prices  became 
increasingly  exorbitant. 

Realizing  finally  that  they  had 
been  duped  by  the  depraved 
trader,  the  natives  turned 
against  him  and  threatened  his 
life.  He  then  had  the  effrontry 
to  appeal  to  the  missionary  for 
protection.  This  was  denied,

That  is  indeed  a  statement 
both  startling  and  daring.  And

Friendly  Reply 

Having  no  doubt  of  his  friend¬ 
ly  personal  wish  to  help  me  to 
help  the  great  old  man,  I  frank¬ 
ly  doubted  whether  business 
principles  would  permit  even 
this  slight  gesture  of  benevol¬ 
ence.  I  knew  that  to  the  busi¬ 
ness  world  “business  is  busi¬ 
ness”  and  that  to  “treat  all 
alike"  is  business  ethics. 

The  friendly  reply  confirmed 
this,  and  also  stated  that  the 
telephone  company  is  regulated 
by  government  and  so  is  not 
permitted  to  show  any  favors 
to  ministers  or  to  old  age.

in  righting  the  injustice  done 
to  two  aged  men  by  our  culture, 
in  ousting  them  more  than  20 
years  ago  from  their  Jobs  and 
earned  income  through  no  fault 
of  their  own,  but  simply  be¬ 
cause  they  had  reached  the  em¬ 
ployment  deadline  arbitrarily 
set  hy  our -culture.

Squeezed  Out 

I  was  squeezed  out  of  the 
pastorate  at  about  60,  simply 
because  our  modern  culture 
doesn’t  often  want  pastors  past 
60.  That  was  more  than  20  years 
ago.  The  other  man,  my  neigh- 


In  California  recently  I  found 
the  fraternal  order  of  Eagles  in 
their  state  convention  urging 
employers  to  “forget  age  and 
hire  for  ability,”  also  urging 
legislation  to  forbid  iron-clad* 
age  limits. 

Also  in  S.an  Francisco  the 
Hastings  College  of  Law  in  the 
State  University  made  65  the 
minimum  age  for  professors  em¬ 
ployed.  The  aim  was  in  part  to 
rebuke  the  tendency  of  the  time 
to  force  retirement  at  65.  The 
result  is  a  faculty  of  fabious 
law  professors  who  had  been 
forced  jnto  retirement  by  age- 
deadlines  in  other  law  schools 
over  the  country. 

These  are  signs  of  a  new  day 
dawning  in  the  recognition  of 
“elemental  human  rights”  of 
old  people  on  the  side  of  Justice 
and  mercy.

But  with  the  passage  of  time 
the  sellers  and  exchangers  had 
crowded  into  the  court  of  the 
gentiles,  in  which  they  had  pur¬ 
chased  concessions  for  the 
priesLs,  nearly  ail  of  whom  were 
Sedducees.  Now  so  rich  were 
the  profits  they  reaped  from  the 
rentals  on  concessions  that  the 
rental  of  them  was  a  custom 
sanctioned  by  long  practice.  Of 
course  no-one  could  pay  the 
temple  tax  in  Roman  money,  be¬ 
cause  each  coin  contained  an 
image  of  Caesar,  and  the  com¬ 
mandment  forbade  the  making 
and  use  of  "graven”  images.
